Concerning the Miniftr ation of Condemnation, 


F World being ſat in mans heart ,. and fin being 
in che world before the promiſe. was made, which 
promiſe was before the Law, by which the fin is 
diſcovered; which ſin was in the world before the promiſe, 
yer thepromiſe was beſore the Law : and yet until] che Law 
come, death reigns over thet co which the promiſe is, and 
fGiane'ſeparateth man from God, the which is not clearly 
| ſeen untill the Commandment (which is Light) is come, 

the winiſtration whereof is . condemnation unto MAN, 
being found in the traaſgreflion 5 the which Miniſtration of 
Condemnatian'is to paſs over all, having ſinned ; and when 
this commeth, it finds man inthe death , and by it isfinne 
revived, whereby man comes tofee a body of in, which 
ſtands between him and God, ſo that he is afraid of the 
dreadful power of God, miniftred forth through the law, to 
lay him that bath tranſgreſſed, the which ſome coming to 
ſee, or in the leaſt meaſure to feel, calleth it a temptation 
becauſe: it maketh him ſenſible that condemuation be- 
l eth co him, and that all his profeſſion aud luiilding 
upon the promiſe in that which the promiſe was not un- 
to; and ſeeing chat if be lyeth down to receive this Mini- 
ftration, that then all his profeſſion and knowledge, zeal, 
wiſdome and prayers, (which did ariſe out of that ground 
which . was cunſed by teaton of the ſiane that was in the 
world before either the promile, the proteſſian, or the law) 
will be all ript up from him as filthy Rags, and that his

5 things of darknefs, and rips open the ſecret of 
the heart, ſo that the muſt. ſecret fins. that euer was committed 
are clearly made manifeſt, and juſtly charged upon the bead of 
the tranſgreſſor, who tands in enmity to God, who will wound the 
bead of the tranſgreſſor, and plead in —_— with bim in. 
whom the fin 7 Found. though not made manifeſt untill the time. 
that the Law is come by which it is diſcovered. 

And this Miniſtrat ion of Condemnation is not à temp-- 
tation, though many call it ſo, ho being blind; pur dartk- 
nefs for tight, and light for darkneſs; for that which ſhew- 
eth man his fin, doth not tempt man to fin; but rather 
brings man in fear that he may not ſin; for becauſe of fin 
was che Law added; and the Law was given after much of 
the love, preſervation, power, deliverances, and thewon- 
ders of the Lord had been ſeen, and it was given in the 
Wilderneſs where — — — was — of — 
water, where was Serpents, rpions many trials; 
where the figure of him who was to heal che wounded;. 
and take away the ſting of death, and ſave the life of man, 
was lifred up on high without them; the which figure cy 
outward bodily appearance, : was prepared by Moſes :- And. 
Chriſt lad a body prepared him, both which the carnal eye 
might ſee, and the carnal mind contend about, (evenasthe 
Devil about the body of Moſes): but the ſubſtance of the 
figure, Chriſt the Light, Gods power, being not ireceived 
within, in the heart, and fo ſin (the tranſgreſſion of. the 
Law): remains within , and che figure or that which the 
natural eye did, or may ſee , was and is looked upon with- 
out; and that without doth nat take away the ſin within; 
and theſe knew not the wayes of God who ſinned, and at 
laſt loathed the Manna (calling it light bread) in the Wilder. 
neG, even there was the Law miniſtred; they whoſe eyes 
are open may read and underſtand, |

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And where the Law was 8 forth, there was a Mount, 
or a high place of the earth, vrhich then trembled by rea- 
ſon of the dreadful power of the Lord of Hoſts; and be- 
neath or under the Mount was the Seed and Iſrael of God 
which was to keep the Law and Life, ¶ Read within and 
underſtand ] and yet by reaſon of that which was hard 
upon the heart, there was a crying out with dread and 
horror, and fear, That the Lord might ſpeak” no more 
leaſt they dye; and ſo that which ĩs heard upon the heart, 
in the which by the Law (which is Light) fin is found, 
that it is which is afraid to receive the Law , and come 
near the darkneſs, and thunders, and tempeſts ; and fo, 
though many do talk of the Law (being 2 Schoolmaſſer 
to Chriſt) yet are they as much afraid to receive the Mi- 
niſtration of Condemnation, as their Fathers were, who: 
might have boaſted that: they were the people of God, 
and bis onely choſen flock , and that the Land of reſt was 
promiſed to them, and that they had fed, upon the paſſ- 
over, (and yet they periſhed before they came. co. that 
which was promiſed, who are left for au example}; and 
they might have boated and talked much of the good- 
neſs of God, and of his wonders, and of his preſence be- 
ing with them, and. of. their own experiences therein, and 
that therefore they were not tu come under the Miniſtræ- 
tion of Condemnation, and fear, and horror, and trem, 
py „ and aſtoniſhment, and that they need got now to 

Haid of God who bad ſhewed them ſo much love and 
mercy: And many ſuch things might they have pleaded 
23 moſt profeſſing people do now, wbo can talk of promi - 
ſes and deliverances and of Chriſt and his merits, and 
Righteouſneſs, and Juſtification, and Redemption, (fni- 
niſhed without them) and eſpecially of Ordinances, and 
their own experiences of the power of God, but are yet in 
their fins, having not received the thing. promiſed:, nei» 
ther come to him who is the end of the Law, and maketh 
an end of fin, whom many ſatisfie their vain minds with, 
talking of him with the ſame tongue that uſeth deceic ; 
and profeſſing him who is the end of the Law, but —

Fot chough the Name of God and Chriſt be proſeſſed, 
yet if Miſes Law be deſpiſed, ſuch dye without mercy; for
